Trainmen Prepare to File De- 
mands for 10 Per Cent Ad- 
vance on Eastern Roads - 
.’ Late This Week. 


WILL FOLLOW IN WEST. 


Government Awaiting Chance to 
Step In and Try to Prevent 
Fight; Chicago « In- 
dorses Walkout, 


A national strike of railroad employés be- 
came @ more imminent peril yesterday. The 
developments of the day bore out the forecast 
given by Tae Trisunp on Friday, when it 
was announbed that the great army of men 
working on the-transportation lines of the 
country had decided to back up wage, de- 
mands by striking, if getter >; were not 
granted. 

The Brotherhood of netdaes Trainmen in 
New York prepared to present to thirty-two 
eastern Jines demands. for a 10 per cent in- 
crease in pay. The demand will be presented 
to the railroads late thie week. Vice Presi- 
dent James Murdock of the organization said 
the men expected to win without a fight. But 
if the railroads do not yield—~and their repre- 
sentatives have maintained they would not— 
then, Mr. Murdock said there would be a 


Move Next in the West. 

The filing of demands in the east will be . 
followed by the presentation of similar prop- 
ositione in the west, with a like uitiznatum. 

The federal government is awake to the 
gravity of the situation. As outlined in Tee 
TRisunes, the officials at Washington are 
keeping in touch with developments and will 
be prepared to take a hand in negotiations 
to prevent a strike the moment oppertunity 
offers. They willact under powers conferred 
by the Erdman act. 

The Chicago developments of the day cen- 
tered in the meeting of the Federation of 
Labor. The Switchmen's union, with mem- 


bers on strike fn the northwest. was com- 


mended warmly and the Brotherhoed of 
Treinmen was raked fore and aft for failure 
to join in the other organization's fight. 


Arrange for Eastern Struggle. 

Vice President Murdock of the trainmen 
was in New York severa} hours arranging 
with members of the brotherhood of loca! 
importance for the fina] shaping of the de- . 
mand for a 10 per cent increase in wages 
which will be made simultaneously on the | 
eastern railways at the end of this weex. 

Official announcement that a demand of 
this kind will be made by the 101,000 mem- 
bers of the brotherhood working in the east 
was made by « prominent member of the or. }. 
ganization After Mr. Murdock had left New 
York. Early in the week he will return to 
make more detailed plans. 

The spokesman for the brotherhood sald 
Mr, Murdeck and other authoritative traia- 
men expected to win thelr demand without 
a strike, but that if they failed to do so they 
were determined to strike. That would en- 
tafl the tying up of all the large terminalis, 
particularly in New York and Philadelphia. 


Statement by the Brotherhood. 

The statement regarding the brotherhood 
plans follows: 

“ Before a general strike can be ordered it 
must have the official sanction of the grand 
master. In the event of the refusal of the 
demands a poll will be taken for the purpose 
of reindorsing the demands, in order that the 
general strike when called may be unanimous 
and effective. The demand has already been 
indorsed. once by more than a two-thirds 
yote of the membership. 

“ The movement planned will have nothing 
in common with the general strike being con- 
ducted at present by the Switchmen’s union 
of North America. which is distinctly a rival 
and an enemy of the Brotherhood of Railway 
Trainmen.”’ 


Hostile to Switchmen’s Union. 

The brotherhood represents that it has 
twice the number of switchmen in its ranks 
as there are in the whole switchmen's union. 
That was organiged some eight years ago, 
largely, gay the membere of the brother- 
hood, from their own former members and 
malcontents. ‘ 

Mr. Murdock has charge of the northeaat- 
ern district of the brotherhood, but future 
action such as a second poll before the dec- 
laration of a strike will fall mainly on W. G. 
Lee, president of the organization, to whom 
the various lodges are now sending returns 
of the first poll. 

Mr. Lee and Mr. Murdock believe they 
stand at present on a friendly basis with the 
employers and that the demand will be ac- 
ceded to quietly. They say they intend so 
far as possible to continue on a conservative 
policy. 

As the result of suggestions made to the 
federal administration in Washington by 
THe TRIBUNE, there is every prospect that 
the government will take a hand at an early 
stage in the negotiations. The situation is 
regarded by government officials as the most 
serious in the history of industria) affairs in 
recent years. 


Railroad Officers Stand Firm. 

The unanimity with which high railroad 
ofmficials declare they will fight al! wage in- 
creases to the last ditch has proved a sup- 
prise to the president's advisers on railroad 
matters who are keeping Mr, Taft informed 
of the developing situation. It was believed 
by many of thé government’s railroad ax- 
perts that the companies would admit at the 
start that some wage advance would be 
justified by the increased cost of living. Con- 
sequently they were totally unprepared for 
the challenge issued by the railroad Officers 
to their men. 

With this note of defiance being struck be- 
fore any general negotiations have been in- 
augurated members of the administration do 
not hesitate to indorse the suggestion pre- 
sented by Tue Trisunz that the government 
get in touch at once with both parties to the 
dispute, follow the negotiations. and use 
every effort to bring about a peaceable solu- 
tion of the ®Miculty.

Watson Says English Papers 
Would Not Print His Claims. 


DODGED LAWS ON LIBEL. 


Poet Repeats Charge That Premier’s 
‘family Betrayed Country. —. 


New York, Dec. 5.—[Special}—The real 
reagon of the visit by William Watson, the 
English poet and author of “ The Woman 
with the Serpent's Tongue,” was revealed 
tonight by Watson when he said he consid- 
ered it one of his greatest missions in life 


to show to the whole world that the British | 


premier, his wife and daughter are traitors 
not only to their friends and to the Liberal 
party, from which Asquith hag received 
so many honors, but to their country as well. 

It was necessary for him te come to this 
country, he said, to make thé announcements 
that Mrs. and Miss Asquith were referred to 
in the poem, because he was unable to get 
the facts before the British public in any 
English publication, Incidentally he was 
afraid of the British libel lawé. 

“Let me give you @ short history of the 
case,” said Watson. ‘“ Herbert Asquith 
never has been true to the Liberal party. He 
never has been true to his friends, either, if 
he could gain an end by treachery when that 
end would not be obtained if he remained 
loyal. The same thing wae true of his rela- 
tion to his political associates, and, worst of 
ali, it was true in his relation to his country, 


South African War Cause. 

‘‘ When Chamberlain entered on his impe- 
rialistic polley there were men of prom- 
inence, among them the principal literary 
men‘of England, who knew that Engiand 
was doing wrong and that British interfer- 
ence in South African affairs was simply at 
the desire of Cecil Rhodes and solely for his 
aggrandizement. True lovers of old Eng- 
land khew this, and did not want to see the 
country enter on a policy that would dis- 
grace it in the eyes of civilization. 

“It would have been impossible for Cham- 
berlain to carry out his policy of war had tt 
not been for a certain set of men, supposed ly 
stanch Liberals and members of the party 
opposed to the war, who saw in the conflict 
the advancement and preferment of, them- 
selves. Lhe eenter of this group of men, 
traitors alike to the Liberal party and their 
country, was Herbert Asquith. 

‘With other men I denounced this policy 
and suffered the loss of friends and fortune. 
Why, don’t you know that I had to suffer 
social ostraciem fer nearly two years? 


Says She Fought Unfairly. 

“Right here is where I had my - fight 
against Mrs. Asquith and Miss Violet As- 
quith. When I began to fight a policy which 
her husband favered and which meant for 
-him in the end political preferment, Mrs. As- 
quith, who always has been ambitious, began 
to fight me with the most powerful weapons 
she had, and to fight me unfairiy, if such @ 
manner that I could not fight back unless I 
had put myself down to her level.

In. 1900 Mr. Calhoun resigned: from the 
commerce commission. moved«to Chicago, 
and took-up the practice of law. In 1905 he 
again was called on to enter.the service of 
his country, to act as a special commissioner 
in an international crisis. Several of the 
great powers of the world were rushing 
battleships to Venezuela. It seemed as if 
nothing could avert a war in which America 
would be involved on account of its an- 
nounced determination to maintain the prin- 
ciples of the Monroe doctrine. 

Mr. Calhoun spent sgevera!l months in Ven- 
ezuela and compiled a voluminous repcrt, 
which has served as a basis for America’s 
action ever since. 

As a lawyer Calhoun’s reputation is 
high. He combines technical knowledge 
with eloquence, unlike many of his colleagues 
in the profession who are engaged in cor- 
poration practice. 

In 1904 Mr. Calhoun was married for the 
second time, his bride being Miss Lucy 
Monroe, sister of Miss Harriet Monroe, a 
litterateur and student. Miss Harriet Mon- 
roe is the atithor of the World's Columbian 
Exposition ode read in Chicago on the open- 
ing of the world’s fair. 


BETTER DIPLOMATS U. S. AIM. 


Taft Names Board to Examine Appli- 
cants for Service—Test Covers 
Wide Range. 


Washington,-D. C., Dec. 5—[Special.}— 
President Taft has appointed a board of 
examiners for applicants for the diplomatic 
service. It consists of the assistant secretary 
of state, the solicitor for the department of 
state, the chief of the diplomati¢ biredti* wna 
the chief of the bureau of appointments, and 
the chief ¢xaminer of the civil service com- 
mission or some person the commission shal! 
designate, or such persons as may be desig- 
nated to serve tn their stead. 

The appointment is a result of the remark- 
able growth of the political and commercial 
foreign relations of the United. States and 
the increasing difficulty of the problems 
growing out of-these*relations which have 
to be dealt with through the instrumentality 
of the diplomatic service, which made it 
apparent that some improvement should 
speedily be made in the organization of that 
service. 

The examination provided for shall be 
held in Washington at such times as the 
needs of the service require. The examina- 
tions shall be both oral and writing and 
shall include the following subjects: Inter- 
national law, diplomatic usage, and a know!l- 
edge of at least one modern language other 
than English—to wit: French, Spanish, or 
German; also the natural, industrial, and 
commercial resources and the commerce of 
the United States, especially with reference 
to the possibilities of increasing and extend- 
ing the trade of the United States with for- 
eign countries; American history, govern- 
ment, and institutions; and the modern his- 
tory since 1850 of Europe, Latin America, 
and the far east.

But no rate so fixed and approved sha!) be 
come effective or operative for eighteen 
months after oo been promulgated by the 
president, in o that every industry af- 
fected by tariff changes may have ample 
time to adjust itself to the new conditions. 

“If any one should suggest,”’ says Mr. 
Fowler, “that such a commission could not 
constitutionally fix the tariff rates at any 
point between the maximum and minimum 
rates established by congress because that 
would be an exercise of legislative power, 
let him ask himself whether the power to so 
fix rates is any such a stretch of legislative 
power as that given to the interstate com- 
merce commission and approved by the Su- 
preme court to fix a reasonable railroad 
rate.”’

If such an agreement is 
effected each side chooses an arbitrator, and 
the two so chosen select a thind, If they 
fail to name the third arbitrator within five 
days the commissioner .of labor and the 
chairman of the Interstate commerce com- 
mission are authorized to name the third 
member of the arbitration board. 

The arbitration board so constituted has 
power to summon witnesses and administer 
oaths. The law lays down minute rules for 
the eonduct of the arbitration and provides

Supt. Shields’ Statement.

counties. The second contest occurred In 
April, 1908. 
“As an outcome.of those contests above 
1,600 saloons were outlawed and thirty-seven 
entire counties were made anti-saloon terri- 


ry. 

“The next work of the league was to de- 
fend the constitutionality of the law before 
our preme court against the assaults of 


_ ¥ the liquor forces of the state. That was done 


successfully. 

, “The banishment of so many saloons 
brought a demand for the enforcement of 
the law, which the league, though not proper- 
“ly equipped, met with energy and fair suc- 
cess. During the recent session ot the legis- 
lature vigorous attempts were made to de- 
stroy the effectiveness of our present law. 


Prevent Repeal of Law. 


_ “Its repeal was prevented by the vigorous 
"protest of the anti-saloon forces of the state 
“under the leadership of the league. At the 
close of the legislature we were able to or- 
ganize our law enforcement department and 
did so by placing it under the direction of 
H. L. Sheldon, after whom our present 
Berry-Sheldon local option law was named. 

“This work has been caried on by co- 
operation with state’s attorneys in every 
county where it has been attempted. Of the 
many cases—more than 160—which have 
been prosecuted, under the supervision of 
the league, for violation of the law every case 
has resulted either in a plea of guilty on the 
part of the defendant or a verdict of guilty 
by the jury. 

“In the recent contest.on Nov. 8—the sec- 
ond in the precinct counties of the state— 
eight places where maladministrations had 
abused the law returned to the saloon wal- 
low, while eight. wet cities. and viilages be- 
came dry, adding four new counties to the 
dry list.

This vote will demonstrate 
whether they do or do not. 


Heavy Fighting Ahead. 


“Frankly, I am willing to admit that we 
have the heavy fighting ahead of us. We 
have been abolishing the saloons in the terri- 
tory where it was easy and public sentiment 
was with us toa great degree. Now we are 
to attack the great centers of population, but 
we have advantages we did not have when 
we began. 

“There has been a general belief through- 
out the country that to abolish saloons would 
injure the business of a community. We 
have now demonstrated that it has just the 


ditions. 

“We have absolute proof that taxes are 
‘not raised by the destruction of the saloons, 
Of the sixty-two Ohio counties which went 
dry last year forty lowered their tax rate 
the next year and only eight of them raised 
the tax rate, while every wet county In the 
state raised the rate of taxation. This is an 
argument which cannot be controverted, be- 
cause the facts are so apparent.” 


Ohio Leader Speaks. ‘ 


H. H. Russell, founder of the Anti-Saloon 
league of Ohio, reviewed the work of the 
league and told of the plans for the coming 
campaign in Illinois, at the Fourth Baptist 
church. 

“ We wonder why it is that the south had 
been in the lead in the fight against the 
saloon, but it is easy to answer that ques- 
tion,” he said. “ The south is an American 
country, with less than 344 per cent of foreign 
population. The south is also a religious 
community with strong churchea The people 
of the south are. coming into the north to 
show us how to banish the saloon from our 
midst. 

‘We are beginning a campaign in Chicago 
which is the Gettyeburm of the fight. To 
win will mean progress and to lose will mean 
a setback which will be serious. Wecannot 
expect the people of Chicago to vote for a 
dry city, but we expect to force the vote. 


Reasons for Starting Now. 


* We are now securing signatures of voters 
to a petition. It is necessary to get 25 per 
cent of the voters at the last municipal elec- 
tion. Because of the low vote cast only 60,- 
000 signatures are required, whereas 85,000 
were required two years ago, and we se- 
cured nearly’ that number: There is little 
doubt that the required number will be ob- 
tained before Feb. 1. 

“There are several reasong for. beginning 
the campaign in Chicago now. It will have 
an educational value. If the issue is on the 
people will listen to arguments which they 
would not care to hear if it were not.

Specifically the following provisions are. 


contained in the.ordinance advocated by the 
billboard people: 

1. The right to erect billboards twenty- 
five feet high, including the space of five feet 
underneath, which would make the dimen- 
sions of thé billboard twenty feet wide, with- 
out any limit as to length. 

2. The right to construct billboards twelve 
feet high on roofs of al] buildings in the city 
of Chicago not over fifty feet in height, 
whether the roofs are peaked or fiat. 

3. The elimination from the proposed or- 
dinance of the section requiring the billboard 
companies to obtain the consent in writing 
of a majority of the owners in the biock in 
which the billboard is to be erected. 

The subcommittee of the city council has 
had several meetings which have been at- 
tended by men tepresenting the billboard 
interests, the Municipal Art league, and other 
Organizations, the latter protesting against 
the passage of the ordinance as it stands. 
The latter also want the frontage consent 
feature to be incorporated in the ordinance. 


Three Protests Raised. 

The following provisions are asked by the 
protesting organizations: 

1. Requiring the billboard companies to ob- 
tain in writing a majority frontage con- 
sent where the proposed location of any 
billboard is .on property fronting on any 
boulevard *or-:in any biock of any street in 
which two-thirds of the buildings on both 
sides of the street are devoted exclusively 


to residence purposes. 


2. To prohibit the erection of billboards.on -

The outlook .is fairly good for everyb>1y 
getting what he hopes for, but In -contem- 
plating the offerings which yesterday 
brought us, the strife and turmoil may us 
well be ‘neglected, and our patriotic enthu- 
tiasms permitted.to boi] up and bubble over.

We 
stood so long dependent upon the foreigner 
that it does no harm now and again to count 
our blessings and estimate our worth.

At the Auditorium the afternoon brought 
forward as soloists Miss Myrtle Elvyn, pian- 
ist, and David Bispham, baritone. Miss 
Elvyn I heard in her presentment of the 
Liszt E-flat Concerto, and in a graceful solo 
which she added as encore. The young Chi- 
cagoan is fulfilling gratifyingly the promise 
her appearances here as a child pianist under 
the able guidance of Carl Wolfsohn of re- 
vered memory contained. She has built 
well upon the solid musical foundations her 
former master laid, and her gifts inherent 
and acquired are maturing finely. She 
played the flamboyant concerto of Liszt in 
the brilliant manner it demands, with a 
technical proficiency, precision, and bravour 
which made it seem spontaneous, and yet 
she so raised and accentuated such musical 
values as it possesses that the work took on 
the semblance of a musical message of worth. 
Mr.. Bispham long has stood an element 
of worth and power in the concert world. 
There are times when his abilities are not at 
their highest, for he is only human, but rarely 
does he disappoint and never does he offend. 
Yesterday he was vocally in good form, and 
his singing “of “ Wotan’s Farewell’ from 
“Die Walkire,” and, as encore, the Even- 
ing Star’ Romanza from ‘‘ Tannhiuser,” 
was a source of sincere pleasure and enjoy-

Yesterday was my first hearing of the 
Philharmonic orchestra under Mr. Emanuel’s 
leadership. The men gave & reading of the 
“Meistersinger”’ Overture which merits only 
hearty commendation. The tonal quality 
was surprisingly good. and while occasional! 
roughness were discoverable the melodic 
line was kept admirably to the fore, the bal- 
ance was in the main satisfactory, and the 
shading excellent. Both in this selection and 
in the accompaniments the orchestra proved 
iteelf a body of value and of distinct worth 
to the music life of Chicago.

In Orchestra hall an audience of only mod- 
erate proportions had assembled to listen 10 
the annual piano recita) of Mrs. Bloomfield- 
Zeisler. Our famed townswoman was in the 
best mood and form, pianistically, that she 
has beeh in several seasons. Not since the 
days of “ long ago,” when she was in truth 
the “ Bernhardt of the piano,” have I heard 
her play with such dash and such intensky 
as she did yesterday. There, was the old 
time fire there, and yet it was tempered and 
softened into something even finer and warm- 
ér than/before. It glowed more steadily and 
more genially. She gave a reading of the 
Chopin Sonata’ Op.

But to carry 
on a fascinating narrative, explaining 
each week new, plausible, and ingenious 
devices for separating the fool from his 
money, and all the 'time making the swin- 
dling heré a delightful fellow with whom 
the thoughtless render may sympathize, 
is a much more’ harmful thing than ap- 
pears upon its face.

The duké is the seventeenth of his line to bear the 
title of duke 6f MeJdinaceéll gtanted by Emperor Charles 
Vv. when he founded the grandezza by granting it to 


. twelve of his peers. The duke possesses about a dosen 


other équally historic dukedoms and his chief home is 
@ magnificent palacé at Madrid, which dates from the 
seventeenth century, is situated just opposite the Royal 
Museum of Paintings; and is crowded from cellar to 
garret with treasures and heirlooms which have béén 
accumulates by the family during the course of cen- 
turfes. The duke’s mother, after becoming a widow, 
contracted a second marriage with a member of the 
ancient house of VMladarias who was created duke 
of Santé Mauro by Queen Cristina while regent. He 
is grand chamberlain, and grand master%f the house- 
hold to young Queen Victoria. 

Capt. Jules Viaud has been forced to retire from the 
French navy on the score of age, without obtaining his 
most cherished ambition of promotion to the rank of 
admiral. The name of Viaud is not familiar. But the 
captain in question is no other than “ Pierre Loti,” the 
celebrated novelist and academician, the creator of 
“Mme. Chrysantheme.” Curiously enough the captain 
was retired compulsorily fourteen years ago as lieu- 
tenant, owing to the crowded nature of the ranks. But 
he brought suit against the government through the 
council of the state and forced his reinstatement. 

Despite his celebrity in literature he never has been 
popular in the navy, where he is charged with @ lack 
of virility arid a tendency to pose, which ts not in keep- 
ing with the ethics of the nayal profession. Formerly 
an Anglophobe of the most virulent description, he has 
now became a great Anglophile, having been complete- 
ly won over in the most clever fashion by King Bdadward 
and Queen Alexanmira in person, on the occasion of his 
vieit to London last season., 7

Count Amfe de Sabran-Ponteves, whose marriage to 
Mile. de Lamote-Barace as celebrated last week in 
Paris by the bishop of Angers, is the only brother and 
next heir of the duke of Sabran-Ponteves, bearer of two 
of the most historic names in France. 

Nostradamus, the famous physician, astrologer, and 
genealogist, did not hesitate to trace the origin of the 


Sabrans to Stilicho, the celebrated general and nephew 


of Emperor Theodosius the Great. It is a fact, however, 
established by documentary. and historic evidence of 
unquestioned authenticity, that William IY. of Sabran, 
who exercised sovereign rights over Forcalquier, took 
part in the first crusade, and. was one of the first three 
leaders thereof to plant the standard of the cross.on: 
walls of Jerusalem in .1099. 
de Sabran became the wife of Alphonsé of Aragon, 
king of Provence, and.in this fashion a grandmotier 
of Marguerite, queen of France and consort of Saint 
Louis; also grandmother of Queen Eleanor of England, 
of Empress Blanche of Germany, ani of rice, queen 
of Naples and Sicily. Pope Urban V. had as mother 
Euphelise de Sabran, and the house of Sabsan has like- 
wise furnished two saints to the Catholic church, name- 
ly, Elzear de Sabran and St. Rosseline. 

The dukedom of Sabran was created by King Charles 
xX. and bestowed on his devoted friend and retainer, 
Count Elzear de Sabran, on the occasion of his corona- 
tion at Rheims in 1826, with remainder, owing to his 
childiehness, to the nephew of the duchess, who Se- 
longed to the equally iustrious and ancient house of 
Ponteves, and of which this nephew, afterwards second 
duke of Sabran, was the chief. The Ponteves in olden 
times bore the title of Princes dApt, and exefcised 
sovereignty over the valley of the Sault. During each 
of the last nine centuries there have been several mat- 
rimonial alliances between it and the Je Sabrans; so 
that, although the présent and fifth duke de Sabran is 
not, strictly speaking, a descendant ofthe first duke, 
yet he has as much Sabran biood in his veins as his 
great-granduncle. | 

The modern de Gabran-Ponteves may be said to live 
up in every respect to the traditions of their forbears. 
For there were no less than six of them, including the 
late duke, in the field at the beginning of the war of 
1870, four of them being decorated with the Cross of 
the Legion of Honor on the battlefield, where the two 
others Jost their lives. One of them, Foulques de 
Sabran, Who had previously served under Emperor 
Maximilian in Mexico as a volunteer, was the principal 
hero of the battle of Champigny, andi eccuples a con- 
spicuous place in Detaille’s picture of that sanguinary 
engagement. 

The bride of last week is the daughter of the marquis 
de Lamote-Barace, her mother béing a d'Andigné, 
grandniece of the heroic Vendean general of that name. 
The Lamote-Baraces hail originally from Brittany, but 
have been established in Anjou since the milddle of the 
twelfth century. Many of them figure among the old 
time Knights of Malta,-an order to which the house of 
Sabran contributed more than a hundred of its mem- 
bers.

From Zircz to Papa is a three and one-half 
hours’ ride by train and the distance is thir- 
ty-seven miles. This is about the average 
time of the local trains. Zircz looke love'y 
when seen from 4 little distance, with its 
great church and park and its Own great 
garden planted in its midst. Beyond Zircz 
the valley narrows and soon ;we are in a 
canyonlike ravine, climbing a watershed. It 
js all like a garden, nature is thoroughly 
subdued here, and beautified; it is like a 
private park. We cross & divide and descend 
into a still lovelier valley, shut in by high 
gooded hills, and are soon in a deep wooded 
limestone canyon, thick with goldenrod ané@d 
puttercups. 

Suddenly the canyon gives way to a won- 
gerful plain, here level, there rolling, tree- 
jess except for rows of stately old Lombafdy 
poplars which line the roads. It is like the 
Downs of south England. Then we enter a 
noble pine forest, with really imposing trees, 
some of which are now being sacrificed and 
éragged away by teams of eight oxen. 


Two Story Houses. 

tt ig dark when we reach Papa, and the 
only cab at the station has gone. It is amile 
walk into the town, over e fine asphaltum 
road with good looking modern two story 
houses in big-gardens on one side, and the 
high tile fence which surrounds the private 
park of Count Esterhazy on the other. The 
hotel is good, the rooms big, the beds small, 
but it is a Hungarian hotel. 

Down in the big plaza in front of and 
ground the great church is the morning mar- 
ket. Perhaps 200 womien sit on little stools 
of on the bare stone pavement with their Ht- 
tle stores in front of them. Four out of every 
five are dressed in blue, the fifth in red. 


They are an earnest, cheery throng, and quiet 
for so many people. Three Hindoos would 


make more noise in purchasing a box of dye. 
I walked among them and this is what I 


Seaw: Cabbages, head lettuce, beets, turnips, 


onions—both spring and dry onions—carrots, 
squash, cantaloupe, watermelons, pears, 
peaches, plums, apples, tomatoes, string 
beans and beans, roasting ears, cucumbers, 
peppers, potatoes, walnuts, eggs, cheese, but- 
ter, and flowers; no: market would be ocom- 
plete without flowers. 

Off at one side was a row of permanent 
booths where Jews sold bread and in little 
mat covered booths off at another side of 
the plaza were sold meats, consisting large- 
ly of great sides of pork, almost pure fat, 
aiso veal and sausage—not mucb business in 
the buteher line. 


Three Beggars in Church. 

The church held. perhaps a half hundred 
worshipers. Just “Inside the doors I met 
three poor old crippled beggars, the first I 
remember to have seen in all Hungary; even 
they were quiet in their appeals for alms. 
These Hungarian country churches are not 
only big, they are in excellent taste. Not 
so imposing on the outside, perhaps, as some 
of the big ones in Mexico, but within in most 
excellent taste, stately and dignified, and 
adorned with beautiful paintings on canvas 
ip the side chapels and with broad expanses 
ef excellent frescoes. There is nothing to 
¢ffend the eye, as there is in so many 
churches in Mexico and South America—the 
“appeal is made to the intellect rather than 
to the violent emotions. This church has 
seats for perhaps a thousand, and it is sweet 
and clean. 

Then I walked straight away to the op- 
posite end of town on a continuation of the 
main street, which leads to the station. 
Modern two story houses give way to the 
one story slate roof and then straw thatch 
whitewashed houses of the peasants. At the 
end of the street, asphalt the whole length 
and washed as clean as a floor, is a toll gate, 
opposite the last house in the town. These 
towns end slap bang—and there is the coun- 
try beyond. They don’t fade away into 
hovels and shanties and refuse heaps of 
ashes, dirt, and tin cans. If you straddle 
the toll gate one leg is in town, the other in 
the country. If you belong to the country 
and drive into town you pay toll. 


Toll Gate Marks Town Limit. 

It’s a quiet scene out here at the toll gate, 
A vast plain stretches away interminably— 
.@ beautiful plain, every foot of it turned to 
g00d use. Over in a big meadow fourteen 
little girls were remping and playing under 
‘the shade of some big trees; out in the 
meadow were fourteen separate and individ- 
ual flocks of geese—@ girl to mind each flock, 
Across the road is a big stone crucifix. It re- 
quires no word from the mayor to tell me that 
more than 75 per cent of the town are Cath- 
olics. Ox teams, two horse and more 
one horse teams move along to and from 
town with little loads. ‘Twelve sacks of grain 
seem to constitute a load. They move slow- 
ly; no.hurry here. Perhaps after ald their 
conception of the use of time is as good ag 


outs. No water works about here; big time 


Stained well sweeps on every side. 

Bach peasant’s cottage is a picture—the 
White walls, the brown roof, the green fruit 
trees, the green r grape vines, and the 
flowers. But the windows are all barred in 
the older houses. Ages of disturbance have 

even peasants to take every precaution 
&gainst intrusion.

At 
first I was at a loss to see how they could 
work without getting in each other’s way.

I counted the 
laborers in sight. Just twenty of them— 
evidently that is the proper number. 

On the way back to town I turned off the 
main road to watch the youngsters spilash- 
ing about and the women washipg@ clothes 
in a little brick lined canal which flows 
through town. It was like a bit of old Hol- 
land.

This noon in the hotel dining room, dense 
with smoke, for every window was shut, 


i though it is a fine, warm day, I counted 


fourteen officers, all Hungarian Hussars.

trians I saw at Véssprém. 

From this town 120 have gona to America 
this year, They go because there is not

The married 
men return, the-unmarried men remain. Some 
of the married men chme back for their tam- 
ilies and return to America for good. Rési- 
dence in America makes a change in the 
peasants; On their return they Mve better and 
are more intelligent. Most of those who go 
are day laborers; few are skilled laborers. 
These do not fare so'well in America. They 
come back with plenty of money, spend it, 
become restless, and go back to America for 
more money. One returned witm 200,000 
crowns ($40,000) after fifteen years. Bis 
Name is Nemet; in America he was John 
Smith, I will see Mr. Smith.

Question of Using Old Illinois Railroad 
Station Will Be Discussed in Big 
Mass Meeting Tonight. 


A mass meeting will be held tonight in the 
University Congregational church, Madison 
avenue and Fifty-sixth street, to disouss a 
proposition to turn the old Illinois Central 
station in Hyde Park intoa “ neighborhood ” 
house. The meeting will be under the aus- 
pices of the Hyde Park branchof the Juvenile 
Protective league. 

According to plans, the girls are to be 
given a chance as never before in a social 
settlement. It is declared by Mrs. Willlam 
lL. Thomas, field secretary, that children of the 
wealthy districts as well as of the slums need 
something to occupy their time, and the policy 
of the new home will be to aid both classes. 

The station has been rented for two years 
for a nominal sum, after a conference be- 
tween Mrs. Thomas and President J. T. 
Harahan of the railroad company. 

It is expected something definite will be 
accomplished at the meeting, as circulars 
were distributed in nearly all the churches
